The transferring of stock under 
the various conditions which arise 
is a matter of great importance, as 
the duties of a transfer agent and 
the requirements for m uting trans­ 
fers h a ie become many and com­ 
plex. 
There has been much legislation 
on the subject, particularly affect­ 
ing -estates, whereby the transfer 
function is made of assistance to 
the Federal and State governments 
in the collection of Inheritance and 
stump taxes. 
The transfer agent, 
therefore, moat have a thorough 


knowledge of all such legal re­ 
quirements, 
and

exercise 
great care in regard to the statu!*** 
of the \arious States covering up 
(^ointments of guardians, adminis­ 
trators an*! executors, as well tis 
statutes relating to the replace­ 
ment of lost certificates anti to the 
present authority of a person sign­ 
ing limier a power of attorney. 
Then there are alw a is possibilities 
of forgery to be guarded against — 
forgery of tin* name of the corpo­ 
ration pfiifer signing stock certifi­ 
cates, of the name of the holder of 
a certificate or of the number of 
shares which a certificate repro 
scuts 
Few corporations care now allays 
to assume the responsibilities In 
connection with 
the transfer of 
stock. 
Under the rules of the New 
York market a c o n n a tio n whose 
stock is to he listed on Hie Ex­ 
change must have a registrar, ami 
this registrar must he another * or 
poration. 
Here again a trust com­ 
pany, by reason of its facilities for 
so acting, is generally selected. 
It Is obvious that when capital 
stock is Issued every precaution 
must he taken to prevent the Issu­ 
ance of certificates for mote than 
Hie a uttiorise*I number of shares. 
This Is the duty Of the registrar - 
to see that at all times the number 
of shares outstanding, whether of 


the original certificates or of certi­ 
ficates issued in cases of transfers 
of ownership, does not exceed the 
number authorized. 
The registrar 
receives the certificates hs they are 
issued by the transfer agent, de­ 
termines lf they are within the au­ 
thorized limits of Issue, counter- 
signs them, drakes Hie necessary 
entries In Its records and returns 
them to the transfer agent for de- 
livervMo the stockholder. 
lf the corporation Issues its own 
Stock and makes Its own transfers, 
the services of a competent regis­ 
trar are highly desirable as a check 
against over issuance of stock, and 
many 
corporations 
avail 
them­ 
selves of this safeguard. 
It sometimes hup|»ens that a cor-( 
[aration at a distance from New 
York has a good proportion of Its 
I stoc k held locally, the rest being 
scattered. 
While the corporation 
Is not unmindful of the benefits of 
a New 
York transfer agent arid 
registrar, it may hesitate to take 
advantage- of their services In the 
belief that It would be a conven­ 
ience to their local stockholders to 
htive the transfer agent near home. 
In such a case the Interests of all 
stockholders can he served by Hie 
appointment of a 
local 
transfer 
agent and registrar and a New 
York to transfer agent and co-reg­ 
istrar 
Many corporations are profiting 
by the advantages of a New York 
j paying a*?rt for coupons aud divi­ 


dend* 
In these daye when MOB* 
ties

meat of interest end dividends ta 
a matter of practical necessity. 
oftentim es the corporation will 
find the preparation of Hate of 
stockholders entitled to dlvldenda, 
the drawing of hundreds or thou­ 
sands of checks, and their maine* 
at Interest or dividend time a con­ 
siderable

ience to Its clerical force. 
But to 
the trust company, equipped with 
the latest mechanical devices and

The Issuing corporation 
has then hut one check to prepare 
that to the trust company for the 
total amount—and is thus relieved 
of a vast mass of detail work. 
The paying agent likewise under

There Is almost no limit to the 
services that the trust department 
of a wall-organised trust • omyaiiy 
can render to a «*orporation.

holders “rights” to subscribe to the

stork, the trust department 
can take rare of the subscription* 
and delivery of the -rights ’ to the

A corporation may 
wish lo offer Its stork tu exchange 
for the stock of another company;

In the tasc of loluntary liquida­ 
tion of a corporation, the trust de­ 
partment can perform the work 
cn<i distribute th** securities sad 
cash. 
When stockholders or hominoid* 
era desire to pool their Interests lo 
a committee untier an agreement 
relating to some phase of a read 
Justment of reorganization, or to 
form a “protective committee” in 
the cast* of threatened Insolvency.

ment handles the matter under a 
simple letter of instructions, or in 
some instances under an agreement. 
In short, there Is no stage In the 
existence of a coaration, from or­

the trust company of today is not 
able to be of decided assistance la 
any matter involving finance.
